ATTEMPTED SUICIDE 


FEED L. DAM CREATED A 


STIR THIS MOKNING. 


BIG 


Judge Hadley Speaks of the Gravity ol 


the Offence and Sends Him to Jail For 
Five Monthi. 


Fred L. Dam while drunk raised a great 


rnmpus in his house, corner of Fifth and 
Myrtle streets, this morning, about two 
o'clock. 


Dam is 'well known to the police, having 


been in court often for 
drunkenness. 


When drunk he is what is popularly called 
"an Indian." 


He was in some time ago for non-support 


of His wife, and this morning while in a 
frenzied condition imagined that he was 
going back to court again on the same 
charge. 


According to his mother's story, he sak 


rather than go back he would take his own 
life, and to do this he obtained a knife and 
was about to do the rash deed when his 
father and mother interfered, the father re- 
ceiving a cut during the trouble. 


They finally succeeded in taking the 


knife from him, and in a few minute* he 
got a bottle of liniment, and drank some 
of it, thinking to end his life in that man 
ner. 


He then began raising.trouble general!; 


and his father to bring him to his senses 
went to the door andVfired two shots f :om 
his revolver. 


Officers Dennett andJEogan rushed to 


the house and found Dam and his parents 
inside, the father and son havinp consider 
able blood on their persons. 


In court this morning, Dam's mother 


vfith great love for her wayward son, tolc 
the story given above, and concluded 
stating that she thought the officers should 
not have arrested him. 


But tbe court explained the gravity of 


the crime 
of attempting suicide, and 


thought that the officers had sufficient rea- 
son to take him from his house. 


Dam asked for another chance for his 


mother's sake but Judge Hadlsy had heard 
him say the same thing before and sen- 
tenced him to jail for four months. He ap 
pealed and was held in $200 for the Superi- 
or court.

THOMAS 
COX BURIES) UNDER 


TONS OP EARTH*. 


He Was Discing a Well and Bad Failed 


to Take Proper Precaution to Prevent a 
C»Te-in Which Occurred—Work of Be»- 
euu Resulted In Recovery of tbe Body. 


Thomas Cox, the popular janitor of the 


Barks Temperance Institute, met with MI 
awful death last evening. 


He uras burled alive in a well which lUi 


was digging on his farm in PawtucketvlllO. 


The unfortunate man lived some dli- 


tance beyond the upper end of the boule- 
vard, near the Forest house, and l*st year 
he began to dig a well on bis farm. 
The 


contractor employed met with little suc- 
cess and lecently Mr. Cox decided to try 
tbe work himaelf. 


The place where the well was beta? due 


was all a hank of quicksand, and -work w»i 
being done by dropping down lengths of 
pipe, one over the other, as the digging 
proceeded. The pipes were two feet la 
diaweter and ten feet in length. 


Shortly before six o'clock yesterday 


afternoon, Mr. Cox wai in &h,e -weJMigRhjg 
out the sand, and having 'got as far aa he 
thought advisable, at the time, he began to 
ascend the ladder which was suspended 
from the top and to the bottom. He had 
come up to within 12 feet of the top when 
suddeni'y the mass of pipes sank, taking 
the topmost length some five or six 
feet below the surface. Immediately, the 
bank of treacherous quicksand caved in, 
filliuuthe whole well before the unfortu- 
nate man could realize his position. 


His brother was near the top of the well, 


while his wife was a short distance away, 
and for a minute or two they cduld hear 
his cries. An alarm was civen and the 
ambulance sent for, and every one within 
reach hastened to the spot. 


Willing friends and neighbors began the 


task of recovering the body, which was 
very difficult as the quicksand poured in 
almost aa fast as taken out. 


The cave-in occurred about 6 o'clock and 


it was 9 when the dead body was pulled 
out. His head was about 10 feet below the 
surface and two lengths of pipe were above 
him. 


He bad evidently dug too far into the 


well without putting on new lengths at the 
top and when it sank it left a large space 
unprotected overhead. The body when 
found was pinned between the Sadder and 
side in such a manner that it was neces- 
sary to saw off two rounds of tbe ladder to 
get it out. 
It was doubled up by the. 


weight of sand overhead.

ren all giils aged respectively 11, 7 and 
3 years. For n long time he had been

AN AWFUL DEATH, 


Ho Wos DIf ginB a Well and Bind Failed 


to Take Proper Precaution to Prevent • 
C»rc-in Which Occurred—Work of R«- 
ouc KcHulted In Recovery of the Body* 


Thomas Cox, tho popular janitor of the 


Burke Temperance Institute, met with mi 
awful death last evening. 


Ho was buried alive in a well which R« 


was digging on his farm In PawtuoketvllM. 


The unfortunate man lived some di»- 


,ance beyond the upper end of the boule- 
rard, near the ForestJiouse, and l»st year 
he began to dig a well on his farm. 
The 


contractor employed met with little suc- 
cess and recently Mr. Cox decided to try 
the work himself. 


The place where the well was being duit 


w;i9 all a bank of quicksand, and work ws»i 
beiug done by dropping down lengths of 
pipe, one over the other, as the digging 
proceeded. The pipes were two fest in 
diameter and ten feet in length. 


Shortly 
before six o'clock yesterday 


afternoon, Mr. Cox was in tjje weH-tHggfng 
out the sand, and having got as far as he 
thought advisable, at the time, he began to 
ascend the ladder which was suspended 
from the top and to the bottom. He had 
come up to within 12 feet of the top when 
suddenly the mass of pipes sanlt, taking 
the topmost length some fivo or six 
feet below the surface. Immediately, the 
bank of treacherous quicksand caved in, 
filling the whole well before the unfortu- 
nate man could realize his position. 


His brother was near the top of the well, 


while his wife was a short distance away, 
and for a minute or two they c6uld hear 
his cries. An alarm was given and the 
ambulance sent for, and every one within 
reach hastened to the spot. 


Willing friends and neighbors began the 


task of recovering the body, which was 
very difficuit as the quicksand poured Ja 
almost as fast as taken out. 


The cave-in occurred about 0 o'clock and 


it was 8 when the dead body was pulled 
out. His head was about 10 feet below the 
surface and two lengths of pipe were above 
him. 


lie had evidently dug too far into the 


well without putting on new lengths at the 
top and when it sank it left a large space 
unprotected overhead. The body when 
found was pinned between the ladder and 
side in such a manner that it was neces- 
sary to saw off two rounds of the ladder to 
get it out. 
It was doubled up by the 


weight of sand overhead. 


Deceased leaves a *idow and three child- 


ren all girls aged respectively 11, 7 and 
3ycd.ts.

It is Great Weather for Grass Say the 


Farmers. 


BOSTON, M*y 29—The New England

Cold, cloudy^Sveatker,

weather for the week just prtssed, until 
the last two days, when r h«t btten much 
wanner, with considerable biiusfl'ne. 


Excepr in southern portions of Maine 


the rain has not been heavy enough to 
damage crops or hinder ivors to any ex- 
tent, and nearly all report that crops have 
made rapid advancement 
Xew seeded 


pieces are improving very fast; grain 
looks 
well, pastures 
are abundant. 


Clover promises well in Aroo^took county, 
aud grass has generally made a lurge 
growth for this time of the year. Some 
potatoes are coming up m Aroostook 
•ounty, and early ones hiive been hoerl m 
Pt-uobscot county 
In Piscut.tqnis and 


Penobs.ot counties the ap^le, pe,tr, plum, 
etc., are in full bloom, and the prospect 
is good for a full crop 
Apples and 


strawberries are coming into blossom in 
Aroobtook county. 


New Hampshire and Vermont. 


The heavy and (.outinued rain and lack 


of sunshine has injured < rops to some ex- 
tent m central and southern Xjw Hamp- 
shire and V'-rraont, and has delayed farm 
work to consider,ible extent. Tue rains 
have starte'l gr^as along wonderfully in 
fields and pastures, buc hoed crops have 
advanced very slowly, and in some places 
the potatoes and corn have begun to rot 
and will have to be replanted. 
In the 


tiorthera part of the states none too much 
rain fell, and grass is nos looking so well, 
and is growing slowly in pastures. Crops 
are coming up well and growing fast. 


In the northern part o£ these stttes and 


In the vicinity of Northfield, in Vermont, 
practically no damage was done by the 
frost of the 23d, but from central and 
southern New Hampshire come com- 
plaints of quite serious injury. In Rock- 
iugham county the temperature was 
down to 29°, and beans, corn, potatoes, 
currants, etc., were badly frosted. 
Ia 


Hillsboro county the ground froze in 
places, and strawberries, beans, cucum- 
bers, etc . were cat down. 


A newspaper clipping shows extreme 


damage in Cheshire county, stating that 
in the Ashuelot valley the frost was so 
severe that water was frozen solidly in 
pipes which were exposed, and plants 
•\vere killed under thick covering. 
It 


states further that farmers in all direc- 
tions say that early apples and other fruits 
are all killed, and that clover grass and 
grains were badly injured. 
Although 


tae correspondents are uncertain about 
the damage to Irult crop, none of ihem 
hint such destruction, and we trust that 
later developments will show that the 
first fears were too great. There seems 
no donbt but some early fruit was injured 
to considerable extent, both in the frost 
of the 22d and that of two weeks ago, on 
lowlands where the fog did not gather. 
Sltich fruit and other crops were saved in 
these states, as well as in Massachusetts, 
on the 22d by a thick fog that spread over 
many valleys and well up onto hillsides. 


Massachusetts. 


It has been generally too cold for the 


crops m Massachusetts, except for grass 
and grain. These crops «re growing very 
fast now. The ram delayed farm work, 
but no complaint of the seed rotting has 
been received.

Mr. Whiting and their assistants for the 
work performed by them. 


The report was accepted and adopted. 


Votes of thanks were theniextended to Eev. 
Mr. Wright, Mr. Estabrook, and the com- 
mittee of seven: Geo. W. Batchelder, T. 
H. Elliott, Rev. W. H. Thomas. A. C. 
Russell, W. H. Wi?gm, Bev. L. C. Man- 
chester and Rev. F. 0. Hall. 


Rev. A Q. Davis, from the committee 


on indecent posters, reported that no law 
could be found to cover the matter, anc 
the city only has control of its own prop- 
erty.

He Was DIS(tln(r » Well and Had Failed 


to Take Proper Precaution to Prevpnt » 
Ci»vc-in Wlilcli Occurred—Work of Keg- 
cue Kehulttid In Kecovery of the Body. 


Thomas Cox, tbe popular janitor of the 


Burke Temperance Institute, met with an 
awful death last evening. 


He was buried alive in a well which he 


was digging on his farm In Pawtucketville. 


The unfortunate man lived some dis- 


tance beyond the upper end of the boule- 
vard, near the Forest house, and last year 
he began to dig a well on his farm. The 
contractor employed.met with little suc- 
cess and recently Mr. Cox decided to try 
the work hinwlf. 


The place where the well was heius: dust 


wus all a bank of quicksand, and work was 
being done by dropping down lengths of 
pipe, one over the oilier, as the digging 
proceeded. The pipes «ere two feet in 
diau'eter and ten feet in langih. 


Shortly 
before six o'clock yesterday 


afternoon, Mr. Cox was in the well digging 
out Ihe sand, and having got as far as he 
thought advisable, st the time, he began to 
ascei'd the ladder which was suspended 
from the top and tb the bottom. He had 
come up to nitlim ]2 feet of the top when 
suddenly the mass of pipes sank, taking 
the topmost length some five, or six 
feet below tbe surface. Immediately, the 
bank of tieacherous quicksand caved in, 
filling the i\liole woll before tbe unfortu- 
nate man could realize his posiiioti. 


His brother was near the top of the well, 


while his «ife was a short distance away, 
and fora uilmite or two they could hear 
his cries. An alnrrn waa cive,n and the 
ambuliiDce sent for, and every one within, 
re.icli hastened to the spot. 


Willing iriends and nc-lshbors benan the 


task of lecovering the body, which was 
very difficult as the qmrk<auc! poured la 
almost as fast as taken out. 


Tbe cave-m occurred about 0 o'clock and 


it was 0 when tho dead budy was pulled 
out. His bead was about 10 feet below the 
surface aud two lengths of pipe weie above 
him. 


H« had evidently dug too far into the 


well -without, putting tin new lengths at the 
top and \\lien it sank it left a large space 
unprotected overhead. The bod) when 
found was pinned between the ladder and 
side in such a manner that it was neces- 
sary :o Snw off two rounds of tbe ladder to 
get it out.

Clover promises well in Amo»took county, 
and grass h<ts generally nuide a lurge 
growth for this time of the ye ir. Some 
potatoes are coming tip m Aroostook 
county, and early ones hare been hoed in 
Penobscot county 
In Viscatr.quis and 


Penobscot counties the apple, pear, plum, 
etc., are in full blootn, and the prospect 
is good for a full crop. 
Apples and 


strrtWberr.es are corning into blossom in 
Aroostook cotmty. 


New Hampshire and Vermont. 


The heavy aud continued rain and lack 


of suuahine has in jured crops to some ex- 
tent in central and southern Xew Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, and has delayed farm 
work to considerable extent. The rains 
have started grass along •wonderfully in 
fields aad pastures, but hoed ciops have 
advanced very slowly, and ID some places 
the Dotatoes aud corn have b^mi to rot 
and mil have to be replanted. 
In the 


northern part o£ the states none too much 
rain fell, and grass is not looking so well, 
and is growing slowly in. pastures. Ciops 
are coming up well and growing fast. 


In the northern part of these stttes and 


in the vicii«ity of ^fortnfield, in Vermont, 
practically no damage was done by the 
frost of the 22d, but from cantral and 
southern New Hampshire come com- 
plaints of quite serious injury. In Rock- 
ingham county the temperature was 
down to 29°, and beans, corn, potatoes, 
currants, etc., were badly frosted. 
In 


Hillsooro county the ground froze in 
places, and strawberries, beans, cucum- 
bers, etx , were cut down. 


A newspaper clipping shows extreme 


damage in Cheshire county, stating that 
in the Ashuelot valley the frost was so 
severe that water was frozen solidly in 
pipes which were exposed, and plants 
were killed under thick covering.

states further that farmers in all direc- 
tions say that early apples and other fruits 
are all killed, and that clover grass and ! 
grains were badly injured.

the correspondents are uncertain about 
tile damage to fruit crop, none of them 
hint such destruction, and we trust that 
later developments will shoiv that the 
first fears were too great. There seems 
no doubt but setae early fruit was injured 
to considerable extent, both in the frost 
of the 22d and that of two weeks ago, on 
lowlands where the fog did not gather. 
Much fruit and other crops were saved in 
these states, as well as in Massachusetts, 
on the 2?d by a thick fog that spread over 
many valleys and well up onto hillsides. 


Massachusetts.

BOSTON, May 29.—The New England 


freuther Bcrvicc, United Stains weather 
bureau, in its weather-crop bulletin for 
(he week ending Mny 28, says: 


Cold, cloudy weather, 
with almost 


daily rainfall, 
has characterized the 


wejitht-r for the week just passed, until 
the lust two days, when it bus been much 
warmer, with considerable £U:nuine. 


Except in southern portions of Maine 


the rain has not been henry enough to 
damage crops or hinder v/oric to nnj ex- 
tent, and nearly all report that crops have 
made rapid advancement. 
ATew seeded 


pieces are improving very fast; grain 
looks 
well; 
pastures 
are 
almndaut. 


Clover promises well In Arooqtook county, 
and grass has generally made a large 
growth for this time of the yeur. Some 
potatoes ore coming up in Aroostook 
county, and early ones have been hoed iu 
PeuoliEcot county. In Piscutaquis nnd 
Penobscot counties the apple, pear, plum, 


etc., 
are iu full bloom, and the prospect 


is good lor a full crop. 
Apples and 


strHWberries are coming; into blossom 
Aroogtook couuty. 


Ntiir Hampshire and Vermont. 


The heavy aud continued rain aud lack 


of sunshine has injured crops to some ex- 
tent in central aud southern Now Ilamp- 
ghire and Vermont, and 1ms delayed farm 
work to considerable extent. The raius 
have started Krwss along wonderfully in 
fields aud pastures, but hoed crops have 
•dvanci'd very sloivly, and in some places 
the potatoes and corn have bikini to rot 
nnd will have to be repljiiUed. 
In the 


northern part of the states none loo much 
rain fell, and grass is not looking so well, 
aud is growing alowly in pastures. Crops 
are coming up well and growing fast. 


In the northern part of these states and 


In the vicii.ilyof Northflcld, in Vermont, 
practically no damage was done by the 
frost of the 22il, but from snntrul'and 
(Oilthern New Hampshire come com- 
plaints of quite serious injury. 
In Rock- 


ingham county the 
temperature was 


down to 20", and beans, corn, potatoes, 
currants, etc., wore badly frosted. 
In 


Hillsboro county tho ground froze in 
places, and strawberries, beana, cucum- 
bers, etc., were cut down. 


A newspaper clipping shows extreme 


damage in Cheshire county, atiitiug that 
In the Ashuelot valley the frost was so 
severe that water was frozen solidly in 
pipes which were exposed, and plants 
were killed under thick covering.

tions Buy that early apples and other fruit 
ore all killed, and that clover grass anu 
grains were badly injured.
